On 
my return to lr. Hoogeadorp’s, he entreafs 
ed ene favour more, namely, that T would 
present myself rat Rotterdam in my uoiform;, 
and be the besrer of-a ietter, to Generat Lan. 
das. Înstantly IL complied; and’ about two 
o'clock L arrived. At is needless to gay that 
there a scene similar tò that at the Hague en. 
sued. Admiral Kikkert, who had thât morn. 
ing declared föì Oranje Rooden, accómpa- 
nied me to the Évck-jard from the Geüeral’s, 
amidst Îicessant shouts of “*long live the 
King,» “Oranje Hooven and Greot Brit. 
tanje” After dining with. the Admfral, [ 
returned to thè'‘Hague, aud went to bed at 
twelve w'clock; thus fuishing Friday, the 
26th, . 
té About one in the morning, the diùm Beat to 
arms; hut the aldrim,thoúgh filse, deprived me 
of any further rest. ‘At&ay-light f waited up. 
on the Count, to knuw the news; he shewed 
‘me a letter from the Prince ef Orange, which 
he had received durig the night, adding, with 
great politeness, and Ì belierc with great sim 
cerity, that from the obligations he was un- 
der for what I hat done, he felt it his duty to 
adrise me instantly to go to the coast, for the 
enemy was expected. L repaired immediately 
to Mr. Hoogendorp’s who seemed to think 
the danger more remote. An the course of 
this interview, Î inentioned, that from what Í 
had learnt from the Admiral at Rotterdam the 
preceding day, the beats he had dispatched to 
the westward, were not likely, from thé 
Winds we had hed, to fall in with British 
Cruizers} but thát if he would given me ä 
boat, f would steer morë to the northward, 
where Â expected {as thete was oaly one fris 
gate watching the squadron under Admiral 
Verhuel in the Tezel,} to fäll in with somé 
men of war. At three o'ctockp. m. 1 em: 
barked at Schevling, having previously pres 
pared straw nuxed with tar, and fastened to a 
loug pole, which we continued to burn from 
sunset until we heard the cheerittg sound of a 
distant gun; for which westeered. At twelve 
clock f was on board of the Scarborough, 
Cómmanded by Admiral Ferriet, to whom Í 
delivered a slhort note addeessed by the Gov. 
erhment to all commanders of his Majesty’s 
ships ef war, referring them to me for the 
particulars of all L had been an eye.witfness 
of, aud the nature of the assistance required. 
About one g. ma. Ì left the Admiral, with aa 
assarande, that etery assistance he coulùl gite 
should be off Schevling by day-ligh!.

On 
reachiug the Hague, to which intelligence had 
ivstaatly been sent, Í found Mr. Hoogendorp 
had been misinformed about transports being 
with the squadron; which renderel it neces- 
Sary to alter the plan, of which he had alredy 
dispatched a copy by Mr. Changuion to the 
Aduiral By the time [got to Schevling 
with the consequent alteration of the projects 
ed plan, É found the Admiral had again sailed 
for the Texel, leaving the Cumberland fri. 
gate at dnchor close in with Schescling. 
Captaiu baker, of the former, häd passed me 
où the road, Einstantly returned, and fouud 


him writing orders for Captain Downman, of 
the frigate, to laad-by daylight, uit- the fas 
rines, and as many sailors expert at the maz 
nagement of great guns, as could be spared: 
At this homent (Sunday the 28th, at noon), 
the Cossacks arrived. With à view that the 
French spies might éoïniuninate to their cm 
Ployers what they sáw, Câptait Baker, the 
Cossack officer, and myself, atcoinpanied by 
Geant Otto, sun bf Count Styrüm, ágain pa.
